S. O.131 (E).— In pursuance of clause (a) of sub-section (2) of section 9 of the Delimitation 
Act, 1972 (76 of 1972), the Delimitation Commission hcieby publishes its proposals for the delimit¬ 
ation of parliamentary and assembly constituencies in the State of Punjab together With the 
dissenting proposals of the Associate Members, and specifies 31 March, 1975, as the date on or 
after which the proposals will be further considered by it. 

Any objections or suggestions in regard to these proposals should reach the Secretary Delimi¬ 
tation Commission “Nimchan Sedan” Ashok Road, New Delhi (PIN—-iioooi), before the 
said date. 

PROPOSALS 

(1) The territorial constituencies into which the State of Punjab shall be divided for the pmpose 
of elections to (a) Legislative Assembly of the State and (b) the House of the people and the extent 
of each constituency and constituencies which are reserved for the Scheduled Castes, shall be as 
shown in the Table A and Table B, respectively ; and 

(2) Where the name of a consmuency as shown in Table A or Table B is distinguished 
by the brackets and letters “(SC)”, the seat in that constituency is reserved for the Scheduled Castes'

With thisin view, it is proposed 
to 'carve out a border constituency namely Dhianpur, comprising of border areas of 
Batala and Gurdaspur Tahsils. This will have impact on all the other constituencies 
in Batala Tajsil and adjoining constituencies in Gurdaspur tahsil. 

(ii) The Qadian Constituency as proposed by the Commission runs on 3 sides of the proposed 
Batala Constituency.

HOSHIARPIJR DISTRICT 

Note on the propose l delimitation of the Garshan'iar General and Mahilptir Reserve Cons~ 
tit’tensies in Hoshiarpur District (Map attached ) Punjab, 

These two constituencies cover Garshankw Tehsil which is composed of two distinct 
geographical areas—the sub-montaneous area bordering on Kangra District of Himachal Pra¬ 
desh and the plain area bordering on Jullundur District. The rough dividing line between the 
two areas as accepted by the State Government is the Balachaur-Iloshiarpur road which passes 
in the middle of it. Earlier the Garshankar General Constituency covered tire entire Hill and 
sub-montaneous area and small part of the plain of the Tehsil. Mahilpur Reserve covered the 
main portion of the plain of Garshankar and Iloshiarpur Tehsils. 

Now in the new alignment proposed by the Election Commission a good part of tire sub- 
montaneous area which was earlier in the Garshankar General Constituency (P. C.’s 24, 26, 
31, 32, 33, 34, 33, 36, 37, 38, 39, 40 of the Mahilpur K.C. and P.C.’s 34, 40., 44 and 46 of the 
Tutumazara K. C.) have been transferred to the proposed Mahilpur Reserve Constituency. 

In the proposed new set up now Mahilpur Reserve Constituency is covered partly by the 
plain area and also by a substantial part of the sub-montaneous area. In Garshankar General 
while a good part would be Hill and sub-montaneous area, yet there would be some plain areas 
as well, such as P.C.’s 51, 52, 69, 70 of the Tutumazera K.C. and P. C.’s 7r, 72, 73, 75, 77, 78 of 
the Garshankar, K.C. 

The social and economic set up of the two areas and the problems faced by the people are 
different. Vast track in sub-montaneous area has almost no irrigation facilities. The soil is very 
poor. It is almost untouched by the green revolution. Hence the living standards of th people are 
much lower than the plain area. Compared to this the plain area is prosperous .'It has good soil 
and assured irrigation. In the sub-montaneous area roads and transport facilities are terribly 
lacking. There is no such problem in the plain area. The plain area is one of the most advanced in 
the State in tire field of education. Educational facilities in the sub-montaneous area arc considerably 
lacking. Same applies to the medical facilities. 

It was in view of this situation that the state Govt, decided to pay special attention to the 
development of the sub-montaneous area, that is the area cast of the Balachaur Garshankar- 
Hoshiarpur-Dasuya-Mukarian Road dividing tire -Hoshiarpur District. It also constituted a special 
8 ub-mantaneous Area’s Development Advisory Council to expedite the development of the area. 

Wherever the sub-montaneoua areas are vivisected and parts attached to constituency 
with the plain areas then generally there is a tendency on the part of the legislators to ignore the 
backward areas and mainly cater to the needs of the more strong and vocal people of the plains. 
Hence it is due to this ihat in Hoshiarpur the people of the sub-montaneous areas have again and 
again demanded that tire constituencies in these areas be so demarcated that the sub-monteneoua 
areas are constituted into separate seats. 

In the proposal for Hoshiarpur the Election Commission has generally followed the principle 
Such proposed constituencies as Tanda and Sham Churasl arc totally in the plain area; Balachaur, 
Hoshiarpur, Gardhiwala, Mukarian lie mostly in the sub-montaneous tract. However, Mahilpur 
and Garshankar have been made into mixed constituencies, with Mahilpur being roughly 60% 
plain area and 40% sub-montaneous area and Garshankar 70% sub-montaneous and 30% plain 
area. 


(I) This situation is not in the best interest of cither the people of the area or the legislators 
who would represent them. It is, therefore, proposed that the entire sub-montaneous area cast of 
the main road that is P. C-’s 24, 32, 33, 34, 3 $, 36, 37> 39 and 40 of the Mahilpur K.C., P. C.’s 38, 
41, 44 and 46 of the Tutomazara K. C. be shifted to the Garshankar General Constituency and in 
lieu of that P. C.’s 51, 52, 69, 70 of the Tutomazera K.C, and P. C.’s 71, 72, 73, 75, 76, 77, 78 of the 
Garshankar K. C. be shifted to the Mahilpur Reserve Seat, Both the areas are contiguous to the 
respective seats. Both are served by the same main road that is the Garshankar-Hoshiarpur 
Road, On the asis of the above the total population of the Mahilpur Reserve Seat would be 1,13,450 
with 39, 410 Scheduled Caste population, that is 34.74% of the total. The Garshankar General Scat 
will have a total popluation of 1, 02, 462 with Scheduled Caste population of 30, 444, that is 29.71% 

(II) In case such a major adjustment were not possible then the Tutomazera K. C. be 
so divided that the maximum sub-montaneous area is linked with Garshankar General and the 
plain area with Mahilpur Reserve. On this basis the Patwar Circles 38, 41, 44, 46 of Tutomazera 
(Population 9,703 S. C. 3350) be added to Garshankar and Patwar Circles 51, 69, 70 of the same 
K. C. (Population 10079 S. C. 3624) be shifted to Mahilpur Reserve. This will not only be in the 
general interest of the people as stated avbove, but will also increase the percentage of Scheduled 
Caste population in Mahilpur seat.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE CREATION OF A SEPARATE ASSEMBLY CONSTITUENCY 
FOR THE SUB-MONTANEOUS (KANDI) AREA OF HOSHIARPUR DISTRICT, PB. 

During the past 3 years we have approached the Punjab Government on a number of occa¬ 
sions requesting them about the necessity of creating a separate assembly constituency for the 
sub-montancous (KANDI) area of Hoshiarpur district, Punjab. Unfortunately, no concrete propo¬ 
sals have ever been drawn-up and suitable recommendations made to the Delimitation Commission 
to correct the existing wrong demarcation of constituency boundaries which are depriving* the 
Kandi area people of proper representation in the Punjab State Assembly. This is a social injustice 
in a democratic country. 

One of the reasons why there is unrest in this part of the State is due to the fact that the 
Kandi area has been artificially divided and attached with 8 Assembly Constituencies, comprising 
mostly of plain areas with the result almost all the money earmarked for the sub-mountanous 
(KANDI) area is spent in the plain areas, leaving virtually nothing for the KANDI area. 

Moreover, during the past 27 years, the Punjab Government has miserably failed in 
providing the bare and much-needed basic amenities to the people of Kandi area, while one- 
could witness so much development work taking place in the plain areas. 

It would be in the best interest of the public as well as the State Government if our request 
to create a separate Assembly Constituency is given favourable consideration and the existing 
disparity removed without further delay. 

We, therefore, propose that Kanungo Circle Datarpur, having a population of more than 
60,543 should be named as a new constituency for the Kandi area of Hoshiarpur district This wilt 
cover half of the really affected Kandi area which is suffering very badly on this account. If need be, 
the 12 Patwar Circles from Garbdiwala Kanungo Circle and any other Patwar Circles falling in the 
Kandi area may also be included in this proposed new constituency so that all the Kandi area 
could be brought under one Assembly Constituency. 

It is further submitted that whole of the Kandi area is facing the same kind of problems 
and is compact homogenous unit geographically, linguistically, culturally and economically. 

Under the circumstances, we would request your kind honour that due consideration may- 
kindly be given to our above request.

DF.LIMITATION OF CONSTITUENCIES —1975 

I have to make certain suggestions regarding the composition of constituencies in Foshiar- 
pur district slightly at variance with the draft composition made by the Delimitation Coirm Tsicn, 
a copy of which was sent by you to me on January x, 1975. The modifications proposed in Bala- 
chaur, Garshankar, Mahilpur, Dasuya and Talwara (Mukerian) Constituencies arc giut in the 
attached statement which shows revised extent of each constituency, As for the reasons fuf gesu d 
for the proposed changes, these are given below in respect of each constuurr.ey. 

44. Balachaur 

The population of Balacliur constituency as propon'd by the Corrmifs’on is 10^433 wlrch 
is the lowest in IToshiarpur dis ric>\ If my suggestion of including Patwar circle 55 is agreed to 
the population of this constituency will rise to 107652 which is roughly equal in number to the 
population of other two constituency in this sub-division. This Patwar circle is in Saroya block 
which is a part of Sahiba Kanungo, Moreover this Patwar circle is separated by one deep Khud 
from other villages of Garshankar K.C, The villages of Patwar circle 55 of the same clan as of' 
the Balachaur constituency. 
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45. Garshankar 

Patwar Circles 44 and 46 are nearer to Garshankar and should theulore re main in Gar- 
ehankar constituency. P.Cs. 42 and 43 which are near to Mahilpur constituency should be ex¬ 
cluded from Garshankar constituency to make Mahilpur constituency mort htrr.t gii.cut ■ The 
Garshankar constituency as composed at present has become rnweildly and gee graphically it is 
not a compact unit. A candidate has to pass through Mahilpur constituency in older to rcr.eh a 
P.C. of Garshankar constituency which is a inconvenient arrangement, 

46. Mahilpur (S. C.) 

From the draft composition of Mahilpur constituency I have excluded Patwar circle 44 
Tutu Mazar and 46 Sodulla Pur Badhvan and in their place have included Patn ar circle 42 and 43 
from Garshankar constituency. In spite of these changes the population remains almost the same 
but the constituency becomes culturally and geographically more compact and easily accessible to 
all concerned. 

51. Dasuya 

Composition of Dasuya constituency as proposed by the Commission gives it a population 
• of 1,28,587 whereas according to the composition as given by me above, the population comes to 
1,27,007 which is almost the same but my proposal makes the constituency more compact putting 
people with the same cultural affinity in the same constituency. 

Patwar circles 22, 23,24, 25,27 and 28 of Hajipur K.C. are only 5 to 7 miles from Dasuya 
and are therefore easily accessible to Dasuya. Moreover they are in Dasuya block and should 
naturally come in Dasuya constituency rather than in Mukerian constituency as contemplated by 
the Commission. 

52. Talwara 

Against S. No. 52, Mukerian has been made a constituency. I propose that the name of 
this constituency should be Talwara and should comprise of Talwara and Hajipur K.Cs. as detailed 
above. The population of this constituency remains almost the same. 

It is also observed tl at the three reserved seats in Hoshiarpur district viz. Mahilpur, Sham- 
churasi and Garhdiwala are contiguous to each other. This puts the general vottrs of this huge 
area at a slight disadvantage as they cannot send a representative from amongst the “General’’ 
voters. It would be more appropriate to stagger the reserved seats to give a fair chance to all 
areas. For example, I would suggest that Mahilpur which is a reserved scat since 1952 may now 
be made general so that this continuity is broken and in its place Garshankar may be made a re¬ 
served constituency. It was last so in 1952.

It is suggested that;— 

l. The proposals do not take into consideration the fact that on average a parlia¬ 
mentary constituency is to include a population of about 10,42,000. The Ropar parliamentary 
constituency as proposed has more than 10,70,000 population whereas Hoshiarpur constituency 
has a population of only 10,20,000. This disparity can be rectified by having the Assembly con¬ 
stituency Nos. 6? and 66 a bit larger than the other constituencies in the district. My proposals 
enclosed herewith reduce the disparity to make their population figures 10,52,000 in Ropar con¬ 
stituency and 10,38,000 in Hoshiarpur constituency. 

2. Assembly constituency No. 65 Nangal is shown to be covering a population of 1,07.473 
but, in fact, according to the corrected figures (vide the errata slip) has only a population 0/86,117 
though the average in the district is about 1,10,000 (precisely 1,09,800). The disparity is even 
more than the permissible 10%. So, we have to include P. C. No. 1 Nangal Nlkku of Anand- 
pur Sahib K. C. as a whole in this constituency. By this change the entire population of Nangal 
Town would come into the same constituency. 

3. As a consequential amendment to the Assembly constituency No. 66 Anandpur Sahib, 
and to make It of proper size, the P. Cs. 21 Khawaspura and 22 Ropar of Ropar K. C. have to 
be included in it and taken out of 67-Ropar constituency, which now would be better to be 
named as Chamkattr Sahib constituency. 

4. In order to make up the loss of P. Cs. Nos, 21-Khawaspura and 22-Ropar, we have 
to include in constituency No. 67-Ropar (or Chamkaur Sahib) also the P. Cs, Nos. 70-Baninara, 
7i-Kainaur, 72-Saheri, 79-Kalaran, 81-Khant and 83 Pan) Roha of Morinda K. C. in addition 
to the 9 P. Cs. already proposed in the proposals. 
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5. Morinda constituency, as proposed in the proposals is too long. It runs from the 
border of district Ludhiana to the border of Haryana, towards the north of the Punjab and Haryana 
High Court. It does not have anv regard for geographical and physical features and lines of 
communication. One has to pass through Kharar while going from Morinda to Mullanpur K. C. 
The public inconvenience has also been ignored. ThuB it Is against the letter and spirit of Section 
9 of the De-Limitation Act. This defect can be rectified by re-constituting 69.Kharar consti¬ 
tuency, so as to contain K. Cs. Mullanpur and Manauli and half of Kharar K. C., as shown in 
the enclosed proposals. Consequently 68-Morinda constituency will consist of Kurali K. C. 
and the remainder of Kharar K. C. and Morinda K. C. [excluding the P. Cs. which are required 
to be added to 67 Chamkaur Sahib, (Ropar constituency.)

District for consideration of the Commission as detailed below:— 

Jo-Banur. 

Lalru K. C. is geographically and administratively a part of Dera Bass! Sub Tehsil and 
Dera Bass! Block. Even In all previous Delimitations sience 1952, Lalru K. C. and Dera Bass! 
K.C. have been put together in the same Assembly Constituency. Even in present Punjab Assem¬ 
bly Constituency, the Lalru K. C. and Dera Bass! K. C. form part of same Constituency namely 
Banur Constituency. In the Commission’s proposals, Lalrtt K.C. excluding Lalru P.C. has been 
proposed as part of 72-Ghanaur constituency, whereas Dera Bassi K.C. and Bamir K.C. have 
been grouped together in proposed Banur constituency. The Lalru K. C. has no direct means of 
communication with other parts of proposed 72-GbanBur constituency, although on map it looks 
to be contiguous area. The river of Glaggar divides Lalru K.C. and Mardanpur K.C. horizon¬ 
tally and no part of these K.Cs. is contiguous except through river bed. There is no bridge in 
this area. If from the proposed Ghanaur constituency, one has to go to any place in Lalru K.C. 
which has now been included in Ghanaur constituency, one has to go by road via Ambala city 
in Haryana by travelling eight miles In Haryana territory. While Dera Bassi K.C. and Lalru 
K.C. are a compact Block falling on both sideB on Ambala-Ralka national highway. So it is in 
the fitness of the things that Banur corstituency should be re-demarcated 
as proposed above and consequential changes may be made in the proposed other 
constituencies suggested by me. 

7 l-Rajpura- 

The Commission has proposed Rajpura constituency consistirg of Rajpura K.C. erd pert 
of Raipur K. C. in Patiala Tehsil, The proposed Rajpura constituency has been made urneces- 
Barily lengthy. It starts from the municipal limits of Patiala city and reaches near Banur i.e. 
a distance of about 22 miles in length and a width of only 4 miles. The changed demarcation of 
this constituency, as shown by me in the enclosed proforma make it more compact and physically 
convenient to everybody. 

72 -Ghanaur. 

My suggestions for Banur and Rajpura constituencies will take out Laliu K.C, from thig 
proposed constituency and part of Raipur K.C. from Rajpura constituency proposed by the Com¬ 
mission. Raipur K.C. in Patiala Tehsil which Is more contiguous and well connected with Ghanaur 
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K.C. b; i i' 1 1 D 1 in GTiirir constituency as in all the previous delimitations uptil now,Ghanaur 
K.C. aid Raipur K.C. have formed part of one and the same constituency. So it is desirable 
that Ghanaur K.C and Raipur K.C. should form part of one constituency, as it will ensure con¬ 
tinuity and compactness of the area. The Ghanaur Constituency as now proposed by the Com¬ 
mission is lengthy and not compact and divided by Ghaggar river which has no bridge in the area. 
Physical feature conditions have been totally ignored bv the commission while making this pro- 
posa'. So I strongly suggest that Lalru K.C, be included in Banur constituency and excluded 
from p-jposed G'uiiur constituency and instead of Lalrn K.C., Raipur K.C. be included in It. 
TS-Dahala. 

As the Commission’s proposed Dikaia constituency has a population of 123689, it is desirable 
to reduce its population by excluding P.C’s 72,73,74 of Raipur K.C. from it. These P.Cs- may bo 
included in the Ghanaur constituency as proposed by me while discussing Ghanaur constituency 
above. 

7 4-Santana. 

If my suggestions regirding demarcation of Ghanaur constituency are accepted then Ghanaur 
constituency will have lesser percentage of scheduled caste population and the Samina consti¬ 
tuency as proposed by the Commission will hive higher concentration and percentge of Scheduled 
Caste population. So I suggestthit Samina may be mide a reserved constituency for the Scheduled 
Castes. -

Composition of Assembly Constituencies in Sajigrur District 

With reference to your letter No. 282/Pb/75/i0i dated 6-1-75, regarding delimitation of 
parliamentary and assembly constituencies in the State of Punjab, I have the honour to give 
qelow my dissenting proposalsin respect of Assembly Constituencies in Sargrur District, 

1. 83 -Barnala Constituency . 

Barnala Constituency formerly compresed of the Whole of Barnala K. C. excepting Pat war 
Circles 29 and 30 with apopuiation of 5151 and the Whole of Mahal Kalon K. C. excepting Patwar 
Circle tt, 12 & 13 With a population of 8316. It also included tWo Patwar Circles Nos. 3 ard 3 A of 
Ahmedgarh K.C. With a population of 4752. The total population of Barnala constituency was 
r,40,047. 

NoW the. Barnala constituency is being formed only on a population of 1,10,704 while the 
adjoining Shcrpur constituency has a population of 1,23,000. To keep a balance and equal dis¬ 
tribution of population it Is desirable that Patwar Circles 54 and 55 of K. C. Sherpur which is 
contiguous to Barnala constituency and having a population of 6428 be excluded from Sherpur 
constituency and be included in Barnala constituency. Thus the population of Barnala consti¬ 
tuency Will become t, 17,132 and that of Sherpur constituency Will also be about 1,17,000. 

That in case the above-mentioned two PatWar Circles cannot be included in Barnala eonsti*- 
tuency then Patwar Circle 72 in K-C. Circle Barnala, as will be revealed from a cursory look a r 
the mipbc added to Barn ala constituency.'This Patwar circle has apopulation of 2527 and Is connec¬ 
ted by roaionly With Barnala. Its grain market, banks, court etc. are all at Barnala. So (he inhabi- 
tents of this village have to go to Barnala for all their needs. There is no justification for keeping 
this Patwar circle in Sherpur constituency. 

It is, therefore, prayed that small modifications, as prayed above, may kindly be made in 
the Barnala constituency. 

2. S6-Sangrur Constituency. 

Sangrur Constituency is formed on a much smaller population that BhaWanigarh consti¬ 
tuency and it is most desirable that some Patwar circles of BhaWanigarh K. C. which are contig¬ 
uous to Sherpur constituency be added to it. 

PatWar Circles 1 and 2A and (B), Patwar Circles 10 and 57 are such circles which can very 
conveniently be added to the Sangrur constituency to equalise the population of these two adjoining 
constitu;ncies. Formerly Patwar Circle 57 was a part of Sangrur K. C. and was only recently 
transferred to BhaWanigarh K- C. PatWer Circles 1 and 2 are also very conveniently situated fer 
being added to Sangrur constituency and with the inclusion of these PatWar Circles in Sargrur 
coratitunncy there will be better distribution of population. These Patwar circles Were formerly 
part of Sangrur Assembly Constituency. 

It is, therefore, prayed thatin the public interest PatWar circles Nos. 57,1, 2,an.dicof K.C 
BhaWanigarh may kindly be aided to Sangrur constituency.

We understand that some people with “political motivation” are trying to get the above 
constituency converted into a "Reserved” constituency. This would naturally mean “down 
grading” of this important constituency. 

It looks that efforts are bring made to get some P.Cs included in this constituency) for 
instance. Nos. 47, Si and 62 o n the plea that the villages of these are “semi towns" and ere the 
suburbs of Abhoa Town. This is entirely misebevious and incorrect. As a matter of fact that 
these villages have always been In Fazilka. constituency and have been in the jurisdiction of Khulan 
Sarwar Police Station. By no stretch of imagination these villages can be termed as “mini towns” 
and or suburbs of Abhoar. 

Wefurther learn that th-sc p’opb—with selfish personal ends In view— want to get P.C. 
No. 52 excluded from Abohar constituency— notwithstanding the fact that these villages have been 
in the constituency ever since its formation. 

Another plea such advocates advance is that Malaut-a Tebsil town and Faridkot a district 
town—have been made “reserved constituencies”—then why not Abohar ? 

Permit us to state that Abohar has been and continues to be the “biggest”cotfon market in 
the whole of India. Abohar has been one of the most important “commercial centre” of the 
country and dominates the whole of the area in matters of nuance, industrial development and 
political movements too. 

Malaut is a small Mandi—insignificant—as compared to Abohar. And Faridkot was a 
“dying town” and raised to 0 district station to save it from extinction. 

Abohar has a population of about 100.000 souls (one lak)at present, and it has almost all 
the leading Banks—.staffed by seniormost Executives—.doing busircss worth crores of rupees. 

We, therefore, request you that this constituency should be allowed to remain as it is and 
^hould, not be reserved at alitor the best Interest and development of this border town.

We beg to stttc as under :— 

I. that while proposing the constituencies of Zira Sub Division and Ferozepur Sub Divi¬ 
sion, in District Ferozepur, following facts have not been kept into consideration :— 

(i) that this area is situated on the border o f Pakistan and the natural boundary of river 
Satluj cud Bees divides it from a foreign country. 

(ii) that the people residing within the boundary limit of about ten miles are backward 
and they have no permanent source of their living. They arc always afraid of foreign attach. 
They are quite right in apprehending such an attack because there have been three or four such 
attacks in the last 9 or 10 years. As such the people of this boundary limit are very poor. Apart 
from this, this boundary limit has not been properly developed even by the Governments. As 
this area has not been properly and effectively represented by any person belonging to this area no 
industry is fixed in tills area. 

(iii) this area of about ten miles from the border is also effected by floods. This factor ha® 
jglso added to the economic backwardness of the people of this area. 

(iv) that people residing within the area of 10/I2 miles belt mostly belong to either back¬ 
ward classes or those, who have been migrated from Pakistan to India at the time of partition. 
On these grounds there have been consistent demands of these people that they should be 
given proper representation in the Legislative Assembly. 

As the above mentioned facts have not been considered while proposing the constituencies, 
proposals already made are eroneous and do not justify the genuine claims of the various types of 

E ersons residing in this ilaqa- As you will kindly see that Feiozeptu Cantt. and Ferozepur City 
as been combined in one constituency and thereby the rural area and the urban areas have been 
competely separated from each other. Rural area is dominated by Sikhs whereas Urban area 
is completely dominated by Hindus. Such demarcation would not certainly give a secular out 
look. Apait from this the principle of geographical continuity has not been kept in mind while 
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demarcating the constituencies in Ferozepur and Zira Sub Divisions, such as in P.C. 24 of Feroze¬ 
pur K.C. there are entirely independent two notified Municipal Committees i.e. of Ferozepur 
City and also of Tankanwali. The distance between these two Municipal Committees is about 
two miles whereas the distance of Municipal Committee Tankanwali with that of Ferozepur Cantt, 
In hardly two furlongs. Sentimentally and emotionally people of Tankanwali are more attached 
with the Cantonment than that of Ferozepur Municipal Committee, but as they fell in one P.C. 
that has resulted in keeping these two in one Constituency. However, without going into details 
we are of the definite view that overall changes are bound to be made so that the principles of 
geographical contiguity, the emotional and social feelings of the people and also for maintaining 
the secular outlook in the area will have to be met. While keeping these things in view we have 
attached herewith out suggestion for delimiting the constituencies in Zira and Ferozepur Sub Divi¬ 
sions in District Ferozepur. 

Therefore, we will request the Commission that these fundamental points should be kept 
in mind while delimiting the constituencies of this area. We hope that this demand of the people 
of Sub-Divisions Zira and Ferozepur will be fully respected and they will be accorded bill justice 
In future by delimiting the constituencies of this area as per proposal made by us.

2. That the petitioners have come to know from the proposed recommendation for the 
delimitation of the Assembly constituencies that 116 Bhudhlada General constituency has been 
proposed to be reserved for scheduled castes. 

3. That only two constituencies have to be kept reserved for scheduled castes In Bhatinda 
district. Last time Nathana (112) and Faridkot were the t\Vo reserved constituencies. Now 
Faridkot has been formed a separate district and hence another constituency is to be reserved 
for the scheduled castes and surprisingly enough Budhlada has been proposed to be made a re¬ 
served constituency although it would be clear from the following schedule that the Budhlada 
constituency stands at number 3 in t hc percentage of the schedule castes in the district:—

Nathans (112) contains the highest percentage of scheduled castes -which comes to be 
29-32 percent and pakka Kalian (no) has 27-65 per cejtt whereas Budhlada has 27-37 percent 
of the scheduled castes of the total population. Keeping in view these factB and figures Nathana 
and Pakka-Kalan should be declared to be the Reserved constituencies In district Bhatinda. 

5. That moreover Budhlada constituency has been the reserved constituency from 1953 t0 
1967. Keeping this fact also In view the Budhlada constituency should not be made reserved 
and instead some other constituency having approximately the same number of schduled castes 
votes be kept reserved. 

6. That as Would be clear from the schedule given in para. No. 3 above Budhlada consti¬ 
tuency has the highest population as compared to any other constituency in the district which 
is 120683 Whereas in constituencies No. tio, 113, 114 and 117 the population in each of these 
constituencies varies between rooooo and 110000. It Would be in the fitness of things If PatWar 
Circle No. 36 HakamWala of Budhlada K C. should be excluded from the Budhlada constituency 
and aided to Sardulgarh (T17) constituency which geographically falls in Sardulgarh consti¬ 
tuency. It Would result an equal distribution of votes in both the constituencies which you 
find as under!— 

Present population If P.C. No. 36 is excluded from Budhlada and added to Surdulgarh 
the number of population. 

1. Budhada 120683 116609 

2. Sardulgarh 110876 114950 

If this contention of the petitioners is accepted then both Budhlada and Sardulgarh cons¬ 
tituencies Would have about 26 percent of the scheduled castes population . 

C mstituency has never been a reserved constituency and hence it should be made a reserved 
constituency instead of Budhlada which had been a reserved constituency for fifteen years in the 
past. 

7. M iroover Chaiike has been created a new constituency and it can be made a reserved 
constituency after making the adjustment of population with the adjoining constituencies. 

8. That the petitioners have come to understand that 112-Nathana and 110-Pakka-Kalan 
which have the high at percentage of scheduled castes population have not been kept reserved 
because both fall in the same Pub-Division otherwise in normal circumstances these two consti¬ 
tuencies Would have been kept reserved as they have the highest number of the schedule castes 
population. But to our great surprise this principle is being applied to the district Bhatinda only 
and the same principle has not applied in other district. Some instances are being quoted below.

We, associate members of delimitation committee, Punjab have collectively considered 
Ihe draft proposals sent to us by the Commission regarding the Lok Sabha Constituencies 
of Patiala and Sangrur, Ropar and Ludhiana. We are of this opinion that in view of 
blatant incongruities in the draft proposals, certain amendments need being made in their 
delimitation. I 

1 . Kumkalan Assembly Constituency of Ludhiana District consist basically of the 
suburban areas of Ludhiana city. It touches and occasionally corrodes the municipal 
limits of Ludhiana city. But for electoral purposes, it has been given over to Ropar 
Parliamentary Constituency. To undo this great injustice to the electorate of this cons¬ 
tituency it is essential that it should come back to Ludhiana Parliamentary Constituency 
and a fringe areas of Ludhiana namely, Raikot should be taken out which could be 
accommodated in Sangrur Parliamentary Constituency. Sangrur in its ow'n turn should 
yield, Malerkotla Assembly constituency to Ropar Parliamentary Constituency to make 
up its loss of Kumkalan. 

2 . Patiala Parliamentary Constituency in the draft proposals has been extended on to 
Bhawanigarh Assembly constituency whereas, much closer areas of Patiala District like 
Nabha have been given over to Ropar constituency. In all good reason, Bhawanigarh 
Assembly Constituency should go to Sangrur and Nabha from Parliamentary constituency 
should come to Patiala. In order to make up the loss of Nabha to Ropar constituency, 
Dhuri Assembly constituency from Sangrur should go to Ropar. 

Summed up, this proposal boils down to the following;— 

“Ropar constituency should loss Kumkalan and Nabha Assembly constituency and 
gain in their lieu Dhuri and Malerkotla Assembly constituencies. Patiala Parliamentary 
constituency should cede Bhawanigarh and gain Nabha. Sangrur Parliamentary cons¬ 
tituency for its loss of Dhuri and Malerkotla should get Raikot and Bhawanigarh 
Assembly constituencies.” 

Further wc are firmly of the opinion that Ropar Parliamentary constituency should 
not be thrown ‘general’ but should remain reserved for the scheduled castes as the 
scheduled caste population in this constituency is much higher than Sangrur. We have 
separately submitted a representation to this effect.
